THE VALUE OF FLAVORS. 


TTe Could Xot Get jU»nsj Without Their 


J'resence in Our Food. 


Chemists tell us that cheese is one 


of the most nuitritious and at the same 
time one of the cheapest foods. Its 
nutritious value is greater than meat, 
while its cost is much less. But this 
chemical aspect of the matter does not 
express the real value of the cheese as 
food. Cheese is eaten, not because of 
its nutritious value as expressed by 
the amount of proteids, fats and carbo- 
hydrates that it contains, but always 
because of its flavor. Now physiolo- 
gists do not find that flavor has any 
food value. They teach over and over 
again that our foodstuffs are proteids, 
fats and carbohydrates, and that food | 
flavor plays absolutely no part But, 
at the same time, they tell us that the 
body would be unable to live upon 
these foodstuffs were it not for the 
flavors. 
If one were compelled to eat pure food 
without flavor, like the pure white of 
an egg, it is doubtful whether one 
could, for a week at a time, consume a 
sufficiency of food to supply his bodily 
needs. Flavor is as necessary as nui- 
triment It gives a zest to the food 
and thus enables us to consume it 
properly, and, secondly, it stimulates 
the glands to secrete, so that the foods 
may be satisfactorily digested and as- 
similated. The whole art of cooking 
the 
prod 
cial foods like lobsters and oysters— 
these and numerous other factors con- 
nected with the food supply and pro- 
duction are based solely upon demand 
for flavor. Flavor is a necessity, but 
it is not particularly important what 


all knows what a sham the ethics of 
that profession are, aad that free ad- 
vertising is eagerly sought for by the 
highest counselor or by the police 
court solicitor. 


The suggestion lias been made, and 


an admirable one. too. that the papers 
refuse to print the names of lawyers 
or physicians in prominent cases un- 
less they advertised. 


Lawyers furnish their briefs to 


newspapers; often prepare interviews; 
physicians write their own account of 
difficult operations, and 
clergymen 


synopsis of their sermons, and the 
newspaper publishes it in choice posi- 
tion without reaping a penny of profit. 


The enterprising lawyer or physi- 


cian -who casts aside the so-called 
ethics of the profession and advertises 
may incur the ill-will of his laggard 
competitor, but he will have demon- 
strated that this is the twentieth cen- 
tury, not the sixteenth.—Fourth Es- 
tate.

forest. Twenty years ago the school 
geographies of Guatemala described 
it as a country inhabited by a wild, 
independent 
tribe of Indians, 
who 


recognized no authority but that of 
their chiefs. 
In the early part of 


1890 
the writer journeyed through this 


forest, traveling 10 days without see- 
Jng other human face than that of 
bis mestizo servant. 
What has be- 


come of this population is a mystery, 
for the evidence of its existence still 
remains in ruined edifices, temples 
and idols scattered through the for- 
ests, 
now grown over with 
great 


trees. 


Far up into Mexico the forest ex- 


tends, and the pushing Mexican lum- 
bermen 
penetrated 
the 
woodland 


wherever they could find streams to 
carry the lumber down and estab- 
lished taeir camps. 
Presently they 


overrun the frontier and brought on 
wars in 1SS4 and again in 1896, which 
in each casa pushed back the Guate- 
mala frontier. 


The first timber company that went 


into mahogany cutting on an exten- 
sive 
scale there not a 
concession 


from the Guatemalan government and 
struck in through the dense forest 
until they reached a large and placid 
stream, the River de la Passion, about 
which the valuable trees grew thick. 
To get the lumber out was the prob- 
l%m. 
Fashioning a canoe the ex- 


plorers 
set out down the 
stream, 


which presently became narrow and 
swift, and rushed through a gorge 
to dash over a rock shelf in a seeth- 
ing torrent. Only by throwing them- 
selves from the canoe did the msn 
escape. A long time after the canoe 
was found • on the gulf beach near 
the mouth of the river. 
If a boat 


could find its way to sea crater, so 
could mahogany tree trunks. Camps 
were soon established there. 
Then 


came the question of labor. 


It was not to be haped that the 


sun-loving Mexican peons could be 
tempted from the social life- of the 
villages and cities into the depth of 
the 
gloomy forest at any 
wages. 


Some other method must be found. 
The cunning monteros, as the mahog- 
any hunters were called, devised a 
means of enslaving the peons. 
By 


the Mexican system a man engaged 
for certain labor and prepaid, is com- 
pelled to work out his wage. In any 
Mexican town it is easy to pick up 
peons, particularly at festival time, 
who will drink a little and then be 
ready to enter into any kind of a 
contract for the sake of money for 
more drink. 
TVitn the amount ad- 


vanced they buy a little clothing and 
a great deal of mescal liquor, and 
have a round of pleasure, at the end 
of which time they find thsir money 
all gone, and a squad of soldiers wait- 
ing to escort them to their respec- 
tive camps. 


By this means the mahogany cut- 


ters found they were able to extend 
their camps in the vast wilderness 
of both Chiapas and Guatemala, and 
there virtually set up a little prin- 
cipality of their own. Patches of for- 
est are now cleared and planted in 
corn, and the peons are fed on this 
corn, which is first boiled in a weak 
solution of potash water made from 
ashes and then ground between two 
stones. An occasional wild boar or 
other game from the forest is thesr 
only change ef feed. 


Few of the peons return to their 


homes. It is a long journey to the 
montero's camp, a journey over a trail 
where every bit of food consumed on 
the way must be earned, and some- 
times water, too, and the journey is 
one of days in a forest abounding in 
wild beasts. By the Mexican law the 
peon cannot be detained any longer 
than necessary for him to work out 
his indebtedness but what is the law's 
avail to the peon after he is once 
in the montero's camp? His miser- 
ably insufficient food is credited to 
him at prices so high that he can 
hardly 
avoid running further 
into 


debt. 
Moreover, the montero prac- 


tices a system of treble entry book- 
keeping, by which method the peon's 
debt is constantly increasing instead 
of diminishing. 


As an illustration of this system a 


Btory is told of a peon who, endeavor- 
ins to keep track of his account, pro- 
vided himself with a little memoran- 
dum book, in which he requested the 
montero to mark down his indebted- 
ness. 
Once having drawn $5 from 


the montero he discovered that he 
was charged with $15. 
He at once 


took the book to his master and re- 
quired an explanation- The montero 
pretended to fly into a rage at the 
stupidity of the peon, and after swear- 
ing at him roundly, exclaimed: 


"Don't you see. you fool, there were 


the $5 you asked me for, and $5 dol- 
lars which 1 gave you. and S5 dollars 
to be charged to your account, and 
don't three fives make 15? Get out of 
here and go to work." 


And they say that between the in- 


tervals of swinging his axe that peon 
is still trying to find our how three 
fives make 15 when he gets but one 
of them. 


"Women and even young girls are 


taken into this slavery, and in the 
Mexican towns there are ugly tales 
of kidnapping told. - 


After the mahogany trunks are cut 


and trimmed by the slaves they are 
stamped with name and date and 
set adrift in the river. Some of the 
logs take as long as 
four years to 


make 
the trip; others n,ever 
are 


found. 
Nevertheless, the traffic is 


highly 
profitable, as the monteros 


pay no wages, and the expense of 
keeping the peons alive on corn is 
very small. Occasionally a log drifts 
down the river with some poor peon's 
message of appeal for release from 
bondage nailed to its surface. 


: VISITORS TO THE FORBiDDHN CITY. 


People Flock to See the SJeht* in Pekin 


LO»K DeiiU-el to Ordinary Mortals. 
A correspondent of the North China 


Daily News, writing from Pekin on 
April 15, tells of the curiosity of the 
people to visit the Forbidden city and 
the proper way to go about it. 
He 


says: 


"You 
have to get aa order from the 


United States legation for the For- 
bidden city and from the British le- 
gation for the Summer palace. 
The 


former is on view on Tuesdays and 
Fridays from 10 to 2. the latter on 
Thursdays and Sundays from 11 to 4; 
the altar of Heaven can be visited at 
the same times. 
For the dowager 


empress's winter palace in the Imps- 
rial, not the Forbidden city, you have 
to get permission or an escort from 
the German legation, as also for the 
island where the emperor was im- 
prisoned. 


"People flock to see the Mongol 


Luna temple, because it used to be 
impossible, otherwise it is a question 
if they would. The Hall of Classics 
and 
Confucian temple just 
across 


the road might be visited at the same 
time. And those going to the Sum- 
mer palace might as well diverge a 
little to the right on the way out and 
see the great bell. 


"At the Summer palace the special 


sights seem to be the great bronze 
ox on the far side of the lake together 
with the camel-back bridge and the 
IS-arch marble bridge connecting the 
island with the mainland. There is 
a bronze pavilion as you climb the 
hill, and as you come back there is 
the marble boat on the water to the 
left. 
The Thousand Buddha temple 


on the top certainly calls for a visit 
if only to see the reckless devastation 
within. It must have been beautiful. 


"The ruined pagodas on the other 


side 
where everything was broken 


down in I860, are very striking, and 
there are five marble bridges across 
the canal at the base, but the enor- 
mous cloisonne screen and the beauti- 
ful painted screen in the English of- 
ficers" dressing room are perhaps yet 
more interesting, while the specimens 
of the dowager empress's band-writ- 
ing give a very high idea of her gift 
as an artist."

loil factories in this country—two in 
?Cew York, one in Philadelphia, and 
another in St. Louis. 
After the ex- 


piration of the original patents these 
four factories started almost simulta- 
neously, and they have controlled the 
output of the material ever since. 


New machinery and processes for 


improving the tinfoil are being invent- 
ed nearljr every year, and the qual- 
ity of the material produced today 
is infinitely better than that of a 
dozen years ago. A good deal of the 
new machinery is made to enhance 
the ornamental effects of the foil, but 
net a little of it is made to increase 
the strength and wearing quality of 
the material. 
In the druggist and 


cc-nfectonery trades the demand for 
•very highly ornamente.1 tinfoil effects 
Is especially urgent, and artists of 
considerable ability are engaged to 
produce f-ancy patterns. The silvery 
surface of the tiafoil is made more 
effective by fancy patterns of stars, 
figures 
and fine lines, which 
are 


stamped or embossed in the sheets 
by special machinery. Recently ma- 
chinery was made to print the pat- 
terns on the sheets cf foil in colors. 
In order to do this the sheets of foil 
are put through regular printing cy- 
linder presses, which not only color 
the patterns but stamp in the "dead" 
effects of various figures and lines. 
The machinery required for this deli- 
cate work is quite elaborate and rep- 
resents part of the invested capital 
of the plant. 


The tinfoil is also lacquered hand- 


somely, with gold, which, in connec- 
tion with the embossing and print- 
ing in colors, produces remarkably 
artistic effects. Many large firms em- 
ploy 
these fancy effects as trade- 


marks which are stamped or printed 
on all the foil they use as wrapping 
for their articles. Tinfoil is growing 
rapidly in use for wrapping purposes 
where food and other articles must 
be kept from the air as much as 
possible. 
Its first use was for to- 


bacco wrapping, and the demand in 
this trade stands first today. Fine ci- 
gars, 
plug tobacco and 
cigarettes 


have the fine aroma of the tobacco 
and the natural moisture retained in- 
definitely by this process. Most pre- 
pared foods are wrapped in tinfoil. 
and 
now that the manufactiire

these has grown tremendously the 
demand for tinfoil has increased al- 
so to remarkable proportions.
